13x, R.l. Although much detail is visible, the surfaces are dark and 
a small area of damage (or perhaps a planchet flaw) is present at 9 
o’clock on the obverse near the rim. Still desirable as a well defined 
example of the Fugio type, and struck from heavily clashed dies. 
Listed on page 63 of the 2001 Guide Book.

1855 MS 63 Red and Brown PCGS. A glossy brown example with 
traces of Mint red in the protected areas. Well struck for the issue, 
SSs piece is minimally abraded and very attractive for the assigned 
grade.

1793 Wreath Cent—Lettered Edge, Corroded—ANACS. Fine 
Details, Net VG 8. S-llc, Low R.3. The surfaces are rough and 
slightly pitted with streaky crimson-brown and orange-tan col¬ 
oration. Nevertheless, the focal features are still readily appreciable 
on both sides of this affordable type coin candidate. 

1794 Head of 1794—Corroded—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. 
S-21 R 4 Although noticeably rough with dark brown patina, this is 
an important representative of this scarce, conditionally elusive vari¬ 
ety. Curious rainbow colored undertones are noted on the obverse. 

1794 Head of 1794—Corroded—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. 
S-54 R 3 The dark chocolate-brown surfaces of this example ais- 
play only a few small abrasions, and are quite attractive overall. The 
obverse displays much detail, but the eye appeal is inhibited by sur¬ 
face corrosion in the fields above and below the Liberty Cap. Other¬ 
wise, the surfaces are smooth, and the reverse especially is choice 
for the grade. A pleasing large cent overall. 

1813—Corroded—ANACS. VF Details, Net Fine 12. S-293, R.2. 
There are isolated areas of green and crimson verdigris on both sides 
of this otherwise dark brown example. Liberty’s portrait is suitably 
detailed for the grade, but the lower reverse wreath is somewhat 
weak.

1881-CC MS 65 PCGS. A snow-white piece with rich, creamy lus¬ 
ter. Fully struck as usual. 

1881-CC MS 65 ANACS. The richly frosted devices contrast mod¬ 
erately with the more thinly veiled fields. There are a few isolated 
toning spots, but the overall appearance is one of snow-white bril¬ 
liance. 

1881-CC MS 65 ANACS. As befits this low mintage issue, the sur¬ 
faces display razor sharp striking detail that accents every feature. 
The luster is satiny to slightly frosty with delicate champagne over- 


1881-CC MS 65 ANACS. Richly frosted and untoned, the surfaces 
are fully struck from rim to rim. There are a few wispy abrasions, 
none of which are inconsistent with the Gem grade. 

1881-CC MS 65 ANACS. This is a minimally abraded coin for a 
product of the Carson City Mint. Brilliant and fully frosted, the eye 
appeal is commensurate with the Gem grade level. 

1881-CC MS 65 ANACS. With a razor sharp strike and few men¬ 
tionable bagmarks, this coins would fit nicely into a collection that 
highlights brilliance. 

1881-CC MS 62 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS, a moderately abrad¬ 
ed example with considerable flash and small splashes of russet ton¬ 
ing; 1882-CC MS 63 PCGS, brilliant and minimally abraded for the 
grade; and a 1884-CC MS 63 NGC, light peripheral toning enhances 
the eye appeal of this frosty specimen. (Total: 3 coins) 

1881-0 MS 65 ICG. A flashy example that possesses rich, multicol¬ 
ored bag toning on the obverse and is nearly brilliant on the reverse. 
Gems of this issue are not common, and those with eye appeal of this 
quality are in constant demand. 

1881-0 MS 65 PCGS. The golden-tan patina that blankets each side 
does not diminish the intense luster that emanates from the mini¬ 
mally marked surfaces. This O-mint issue is rare any finer. 

1881-0 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. This is a lightly pati- 
nated example whose features are uncommonly crisp for an O-mint 
issue. 

1881-S MS 64 PCGS, a crescent of multicolored toning around the 
lower left obverse rim interrupts the otherwise frosty-white appear¬ 
ance of this boldly defined example; and an 1886 MS 64 PCGS, bril¬ 
liant, crisply defined, and minimally abraded. (Total: 2 coins) 

1881-S MS 65 NGC. Satiny and untoned. 

1881-S MS 65 NGC, two pieces, one is brilliant on the obverse and 
toned in gorgeous shades of golden-brown and golden-gray on the 
reverse, and the other is brilliant with full cartwheel luster. (Total: 2 
coins) 

1881-S MS 65 NGC. The obverse is deeply toned in variegated 
shades. 

1881-S MS 65 ANACS. The obverse displays isolated areas of 
muted brilliance, but the surfaces are otherwise deeply toned in 
lavender-gray and olive-green colors. 

1881-S MS 66 PCGS. Nearly mark-free with some very light patina 
on each side. 

1881-S MS 66 PCGS. The bright, satiny surfaces are essentially 
mark-free. 

1881-S MS 66 PCGS. Full medal-like striking details with outstand¬ 
ing luster and pristine surfaces overall. 
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1881-S MS 66 PCGS. A creamy white example with minimal abra¬ 
sions for the grade.

1881-S MS 66 Prooflike PCGS. Minimally toned, the surfaces are 
powerfully impressed and even more carefully preserved. 


1881-S MS 66 PCGS. Completely untoned, the obverse field is par¬ 
tially reflective, while the reverse is satiny. 

1881-S MS 66 PCGS. A premium quality example with minimal 
abrasions, great luster, and brilliant surfaces. 

1881-S MS 66 PCGS. Displaying an especially clean cheek, a hint 
of opaque patina is seen on the reverse.

1881-S MS 66 PCGS. The obverse of this sharply struck example is 
ablaze in olive-orange iridescence. The reverse, on the other hand, is 
devoid of toning. 

1881-S MS 66 NGC. The lilac and apricot toning assumes a smoky 
character over the obverse that does not, however, mute the swirling 
mint luster. An original coin for the Gem quality collector. 

1881-S MS 66 PCGS. Freckled orange-gold toning blankets the 
obverse, the reverse is snow-white in appearance. From a technical 
standpoint, this is a typical Gem quality 1881-S Morgan. 

1881-S MS 67 NGC. Mostly untoned and unmarked, a thin crescent 
of charcoal color is seen on the left side of the obverse. 

1881-S MS 67 PCGS. A magnificent coin with bright, lustrous sur¬ 
faces. Fully detailed in all areas, a Superb type piece. 

1881-S MS 67 NGC. This lot offers the quintessential Superb Gem 
Morgan dollar: brilliant, pristine, and sharply struck. 

1881-S MS 67 ICG. This is a nearly brilliant Superb Gem with scin¬ 
tillating satin luster. 


1881-S MS 64 Prooflike PCGS, eight pieces, all are brilliant and lus¬ 
trous with reflective fields. (Total: 8 coins) 

1881-S MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. An intriguing Gem that displays a 
colorful arc of multicolored toning on the obverse rim and splashes 
of russet across the obverse center. The reverse is brilliant. 

1881-S MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Frosty and crisply defined, the 
devices contrast nicely with the watery fields. 

1881-S MS 66 Prooflike PCGS. A prooflike example with watery 
fields and slightly frosted devices. There are no singularly distract¬ 
ing abrasions on either side. 

1881-S MS 66 Prooflike PCGS. With a needle sharp strike and no 
mentionable bagmarks, this untoned Gem is indicative of the techni¬ 
cal quality that resides at the MS 66 grade level. 

1881-S MS 66 Prooflike PCGS. There are bisecting swaths of gold¬ 
en-apricot iridescence on both sides of this impeccably preserved 
Morgan. 

1881-S MS 66 Prooflike PCGS. The light, dappled patina includes 
areas of vivid blue, lavender, and orange-gold coloration on the 
obverse. Both sides retain their pristine appearance even under a 
loupe. 


418 1881-S MS 67 Prooflike PCGS. The surfaces of this Superb Gem 
specimen are well preserved, with only the tiniest abrasions visible 
on either side. A faint hint of golden-tan patina is present on the 
obverse. 

419 1881-S MS 67 Prooflike PCGS. There is a crescent of powder-blue, 
lilac, and orange-gold bag toning on the reverse, but the obverse is 
silver-white in appearance.

Deep olive-russet rim toning is noted on the 
reverse, but the balance of the surfaces are frosty-white in appear¬ 
ance.

The champagne-tan iridescence deepens 
slightly on the reverse of this satiny Morgan. Although common in 
lower grades, the 1882-0 is relatively scarce as a Gem. 

435 1882-O/S Weak MS 63 PCGS. Mottled golden-brown toning blan¬ 
kets the obverse, while the reverse is nearly brilliant. Traces of the 
underlying S mintmark are visible within the O. 
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436 1882-S MS 64 PCGS; 1885 MS 64 PCGS; 1886 MS 64 ANACS, 
lightly toned around the rims; 1887 MS 64 PCGS, champagne- 
orange patina confirms the originality of this near-Gem example; 
1898-0 MS 64 PCGS; and an 1899-0 MS 64 PCGS. Unless other¬ 
wise noted, all coins are free of toning. (Total: 6 coins) 

437 1882-S MS 65 PCGS. This lustrous Gem is highlighted by splashes 
of golden-brown toning on the reverse. Minimally abraded and well 
struck. 

438 1882-S MS 65 PCGS. A brilliant, well struck Gem with premium 
eye appeal and minimal abrasions. 

439 1882-S MS 66 PCGS. Bright and partially reflective with a hint of 
border toning. 

440 1882-S MS 66 PCGS. Fully struck with bright, untoned surfaces. 
Gem quality throughout. 

441 1882-S MS 66 PCGS. Bright and fully lustrous with partially reflec¬ 
tive fields. A tiny luster graze is noticed on the cheek. 

442 1882-S MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. A boldly struck example with bril¬ 
liant surfaces and reflective fields. 

443 1883 MS 65 PCGS. A lovely coin for collector who prefers bril¬ 
liance, both sides are aglow with swirling mint frost. 

444 1883-CC MS 64 PCGS. A touch of champagne toning graces the 
peripheral areas of this lustrous near-Gem. 

445 1883-CC MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck with bright, satiny luster. 

446 1883-CC MS 64 PCGS. Fully brilliant, a few localized marks on the 
obverse serve to limit the grade. 

447 1883-CC MS 65 PCGS. A lustrous Gem with just a faint hint of 
golden patina. 

448 1883-CC MS 65 PCGS. Very lightly toned at the border areas with 
a bold strike. A couple of minor luster grazes are mentioned on the 
obverse. 

449 1883-CC MS 65 PCGS. A frosty, brilliant Gem from the popular 
Carson City mint. 

450 1883-CC MS 65 PCGS. Untoned with refreshingly clean surfaces 
and satiny fields. 

451 1883-CC MS 65 ANACS. A solid Gem, the surfaces are free of both 
distracting bagmarks and mentionable toning. Boldly impressed 
throughout. 

452 1883-CC MS 65 ANACS. This is a frosty-white representative of 
this common CC-mint delivery. 

453 1883-CC MS 66 PCGS. An exceptionally smooth CC-mint example, 
the surfaces exhibit a satiny, essentially untoned sheen. This coin 
belongs in a high quality Morgan dollar collection. 

454 1883-CC MS 66 PCGS. A Gem example of this popular CC-mint 
dollar with creamy luster and a completely untoned appearance on 
each side.

1883-CC MS 66 ICG. The mottled orange-russet patina is most vis¬ 
ible over the upper and lower peripheries and in the central obverse. 
Both sides are otherwise frosty-white in sheen with no areas of strik¬ 
ing deficiency. 

1883-CC MS 66 PCGS. Vibrant, satiny luster and only the most triv¬ 
ial surface marks. 

1883-CC MS 64 Prooflike PCGS. The brilliant surfaces display scat¬ 
tered abrasions that are typical for the grade, and the fields display 
modest reflectivity. 

1883-CC MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Appreciably 
cameoed with a needle sharp strike, both sides are devoid of even the 
faintest toning. 

1883-CC MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Razor sharp, the 
strike elicits every feature of the frosty devices. The fields are 
smooth and watery. 

1883-CC MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. A few toning streaks 
over Liberty’s cap interrupt the otherwise brilliant, cameoed appear¬ 
ance of this near-Gem.

The nearly pristine surfaces display satiny lus¬ 
ter on each side. The coin is brilliant with an average strike. 

1883-0 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. An attractive near- 
Gem with deep mirrors and a sharp strike. 

1883- 0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. The finish on both 
sides is boldly cameoed and there are no distracting bagmarks or 
areas of toning. 

1884 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. Richly frosted over the 
devices, the fields are watery and reflective. The toning is light and 
hazy-gray in character. 

1884- CC MS 64 PCGS. A lustrous near-Gem with frosty surfaces 
and a few scattered abrasions. A graceful arc of colorful bag toning 
sweeps along the upper left reverse rim. 

1884-CC MS 64 PCGS. An original, untoned specimen with a few 
minor abrasions on the obverse. 

1884-CC MS 65 PCGS. There are no bothersome abrasions on either 
side of this thickly frosted example. 

1884-CC MS 65 NGC. A flashy CC-mint dollar with frosty luster 
and brilliant surfaces. Minor abrasions are scattered on each side. 

1884-CC MS 65 PCGS. A no-questions Gem with bright, fully lus¬ 
trous fields and a bold strike. 

1884-CC MS 65 PCGS. A satiny, smooth Gem with a snow-white 
appearance overall. 

1884-CC MS 65 PCGS. Brilliant overall, a worthwhile representa¬ 
tive of a Gem Carson City dollar. 

1884-CC MS 65 ANACS. Frosty-white and untoned, the surfaces 
are exceptionally well struck even for a Carson City issue. 

1884-CC MS 65 ANACS. The satiny brilliance results in a warm 
glow in the fields. The devices are, however, richly frosted—a fea¬ 
ture that accents the razor sharp strike. 

1884-CC MS 65 ANACS. There is a planchet flaw (as struck) in the 
obverse field before Liberty’s neck, but neither side displays any sin¬ 
gularly mentionable post-production impairments. Nearly brilliant. 

1884-CC MS 65 ANACS. Brilliant on the obverse with a blush of 
champagne color over the reverse. 
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477 1884-CC MS 65 ANACS. A richly frosted Gem, the reverse is 
untoned and the reverse displays a nearly continuous blanket of 
champagne iridescence. 

478 1884-CC MS 65 ANACS. An irregular swath of olive-orange irides¬ 
cence is noted over the upper left obverse, but the balance of the sur¬ 
faces are brilliant with fully frosted features. 

479 1884-CC MS 65 ANACS. Freckled russet toning overlays the 
obverse with a crescent of lilac-blue color toward the left periphery. 
The reverse, on the other hand, is brilliant with the exception of mot¬ 
tled golden rim accents. 

480 1884-CC MS 66 PCGS. A frosty, brilliant CC-mint example with a 
clean cheek and terrific cartwheel luster. 

481 1884-CC MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. Noticeably bright in the fields, the 
surfaces are free of all but a few wispy abrasions.

This is an untoned, 
appreciably cameoed representative of this popular CC-mint issue. 

485 1884-CC MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. A flashy example of 
this popular CC-mint issue with a couple of light marks on Liberty’s 
cheek that prevent a higher grade. 

486 1884-CC MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. All but untoned, the 
surfaces shimmer with watery fields and frosty devices. The strike is 
typically bold for the issue. 

487 1884-0 MS 65 PCGS, brilliant with minimal abrasions; 1885-0 MS 
65 PCGS, a brilliant, accurately graded Gem; and a 1904-0 MS 65 
PCGS, minimally abraded and untoned. (Total: 3 coins) 

488 1884-0 MS 65 ANACS, both sides display a metallic-orange sheen; 
1885 MS 65 ANACS, the light patina is confined to the peripheral 
areas; and an 1888 MS 65 ANACS, this is a frosty, untoned exam¬ 
ple with an above average strike for the series. (Total: 3 coins) 

489 1884-0 MS 65 NGC. This is a lovely, original Morgan whose 
obverse is awash in vivid crimson-orange iridescence. The reverse is 
essentially brilliant, but both sides are unquestionably Gem in qual¬ 
ity. 

490 1884-0 MS 66 PCGS. A brilliant example with lustrous surfaces that 
are virtually abrasion-free. 

491 1884-0 MS 66 PCGS. A brilliant, lustrous, and very clean example 
of this generic date. Well struck throughout. 

492 1884-0 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Peripherally toned in 
electric-blue and orange-gold colors. 

493 1884-S AU 50 NGC. A pleasing specimen of this popular issue with 
light silver-gray toning and slight wear on the highpoints of the 
design. 

494 1884-S AU 53 NGC. While this issue is relatively common in lower 
circulated grades, it is a key issue in Mint State condition. AU exam¬ 
ples are therefore always in demand by collectors who do not wish 
to spend a few thousand dollars on an 1884-S for their collection. 
The surfaces are brilliant with light, scattered abrasions throughout. 

495 1884-S AU 55 ICG. The bright, untoned surfaces reveal modest 
reflective tendencies in the fields. A minimally worn, yet moderate¬ 
ly abraded example. 


496 1884-S AU 58 NGC. While low grade examples of this issue are rel¬ 
atively common, the 1884-S is a famous condition rarity in Mint 
State grades. This example just misses that designation, as slight 
friction is visible on the highest points. The surfaces display much 
original luster, and are slightly toned at the rims. An excellent choice 
for a budget-conscious Morgan dollar collector. 

497 1885 MS 65 PCGS, two examples, both are fully frosted and devoid 
of toning. (Total: 2 coins) 

498 1885 MS 65 PCGS, brilliant except for an arc of light toning at the 
rims; and an 1886 MS 65 PCGS, frosty and brilliant. (Total: 2 coins) 

499 1885 MS 66 NGC. Creamy, smooth luster and a bold strike, hints of 
russet color are seen at selected border areas. 

500 1885 MS 66 PCGS. Frosty-white. 

501 1885 MS 66 PCGS. The surfaces are brilliant with needle sharp 
striking detail. 

502 1885 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. This lustrous Gem is reflective in the 
fields and the rims show graceful splashes of golden toning. A cou¬ 
ple of small abrasions on Liberty’s cheek limit the grade. 

503 1885 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Delicate champagne rim 
accents frame the sparkling, untoned centers on both sides crisply 
defined Gem. 

504 1885-CC MS 64 PCGS. An attractive near-Gem of this popular Car- 
son City issue. A few luster grazes on the cheek prevent a higher 
grade. 

505 1885-CC MS 65 PCGS. Fully white, untoned, and lightly marked on 
the obverse. 

506 1885-CC MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. A popular low 
mintage issue, both sides of the present example are essentially bril¬ 
liant. A small toning spot over the upper obverse rim is, however, 
noted for accuracy. 

507 1885-0 MS 64 ANACS, brilliant; 1886 MS 64 ANACS, brilliant; 
1887 MS 64 ANACS, flashy, lustrous, and untoned; and a 1904-0 
MS 64 ANACS, light golden toning. (Total: 4 coins) 

508 1885-0 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. Brilliant with the 
exception of smoky-gray iridescence over the upper reverse. 

509 1885-S MS 63 NGC. This sharply struck, golden timed example is 
curiously smooth for the Select grade level. 

510 1885-S MS 65 ICG. A conditionally scarce example, the surfaces are 
nearly untoned with a full strike over the focal features. The luster is 
satiny in texture. 

511 1886 MS 65 NGC. The lustrous surfaces display a colorful arc of 
bag toning on the obverse. Minimally marked for the grade. 

512 1886 MS 65 NGC, two examples, both are untoned, or nearly so, 
with boldly impressed devices. (Total: 2 coins) 

513 1886 MS 66 NGC. A brilliant Gem with few noticeable abrasions 
and a sharp strike. 

514 1886 MS 65 Prooflike NGC. This reflective Gem is minimally 
abraded. An amber ring of peripheral toning encircles each side. 

515 1886 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Although not boldly 
cameoed, the devices are frosted just enough to provide appreciable 
contrast. Brilliant with the exception of light golden-tan iridescence 
over the centers. 

516 1886-0 MS 62 PCGS. The scattered abrasions include a patch of 
closely spaced, wispy marks in the lower left obverse field. Well 
struck for the issue with brilliant surfaces. 
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517 1886-S MS 65 PCGS. The 1886-S is one of several S-mint deliver¬ 
ies from the 1880s that is generally available only in grades below 
the MS 65 level. In true San Francisco Mint fashion, both sides were 
endowed with pinpoint striking definition. The luster is bright and 
satiny in sheen and the mottled champagne rim accents on the 
reverse confirm this coin’s originality. 

518 1887 MS 65 NGC, two examples, the first coin is untoned, the sec¬ 
ond piece displays rich orange-russet and lavender bag toning that is 
markedly more extensive on the reverse. (Total: 2 coins) 

519 1887 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. A reflective Gem with brilliant sur¬ 
faces and minimal abrasions for the grade. 

520 1887/6 MS 64 PCGS. A scarce overdate variety in all grades, the 
1887/6 become progressively more difficult to locate the closer one 
comes to the Gem threshold. A few trivial abrasions short of that 
grade level, this is an appealing coin whose strike is above average 
in sharpness. The obverse is toned in orange-gold shades with a cres¬ 
cent of electric-blue iridescence toward the left rim. The reverse, on 
the other hand, displays a softer, golden-gray appearance. 

521 1887-0 MS 64 NGC. An attractive example with outstanding cart¬ 
wheel luster and an average strike. Amber and slate-gray toning bor¬ 
der the rims. 

522 1887-0 MS 64 ICG. Nearly in the Gem category, both sides are sil¬ 
ver-gray in color with no singularly bothersome abrasions. 

523 1887-0 MS 62 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. Both sides are typi¬ 
cally abraded for the grade with noteworthy striking definition for 
the New Orleans Mint. The cameo contrast is modest at best. 

524 1888 MS 64 ICG. Doubled Ear. VAM-11. The tan-russet and elec¬ 
tric-blue iridescence is somewhat mottled, especially over the 
reverse. 

525 1888 MS 65 PCGS. A lustrous Gem with a tinge of champagne color 
at the rims. 


526 1888 MS 66 ICG. Just a hint of silver-gray patina can be discerned 
on this nearly mark-free Morgan. 

527 1888 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Both sides are somewhat 
hazy in appearance with a small toning spot behind Liberty’s nose. 
Nevertheless, the reflective qualities in the fields are still readily evi¬ 
dent at all angles. 

528 1888-0 MS 64 PCGS. Fully bright and untoned. Surely a Gem, save 
for one mark on Liberty’s cheek. 

529 1888-0 MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous with clean surfaces. Some slight 
softness in the centers limits the grade. 

530 1888-0 MS 64 PCGS. Sharply defined with satiny, white luster. A 
near-Gem Morgan dollar. 

531 1888-0 MS 65 PCGS. A lustrous Gem with a clean cheek and slight¬ 
ly hazy patina that covers the surfaces. 

532 1888-S MS 65 PCGS. A gorgeous Gem specimen with minimal 
abrasions, excellent luster, and tremendous multicolored toning that 
graces each side. Rich amber, gold, violet, blue, and russet hues 
swirl across the well preserved surfaces. While this issue is common 
in lower grades, true Gems are difficult to locate. This desirable 
example should bring a runaway price because of the outstanding 
eye appeal. (See Color Photo) 

533 1889 MS 65 NGC. While not complete, the strike is generally bold. 
Pleasing golden iridescence overlays the rims. 

534 1889-0 MS 63 NGC. A Select example with nice cartwheel luster 
and light golden-brown toning around the peripheries. 

535 1890 MS 65 PCGS. The otherwise common 1890 Morgan dollar is 
a well known condition rarity at the Gem grade level. This satiny 
example displays glowing fields and vibrant, untoned features. 
Above average in striking detail with no mentionable abrasions. 


1890 MS 63 Prooflike ANACS. Nicely reflective beneath silver- 
gray iridescence, both sides are curiously abrasion-free for the Select 
grade level. 

1890 MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. This lightly patinated 
example displays a uniformly reflective finish that accents the crisp 
striking detail. 

1890-CC MS 63 PCGS. A lustrous, untoned CC-mint example with 
a patch of small abrasions on Liberty’s cheek that prevent a higher 

1890-CC MS 64 PCGS. Highly lustrous and sharp with a few minor 
ticks on the obverse. 


1890-0 MS 64 PCGS. Light, hazy patina drapes the surfaces of this 
lustrous near-Gem. The strike is average for the issue. 

1890-0 MS 65 ICG. A scarce issue as a Gem, the 1890-0 is all but 
unobtainable any finer. The central features reveal slight softness of 
strike, but the frosty-white surfaces are expectantly abrasion-free for 
the grade. 

1890-0 MS 65 PCGS. This Gem possesses light golden-tan patina 
on the obverse. A few minor abrasions are noticed, but none are out 
of context with the grade level. The strike is above average for this 
O-mint issue. As of 7/00, PCGS and NGC had only graded a com¬ 
bined nine pieces finer. 

1890-S MS 64 ANACS, attractive golden-brown toning; and an 
1890-S MS 64 NGC, almost brilliant with a cloudy tan patina that 
covers the lower portion of the obverse. (Total: 2 coins) 

1890- S MS 65 ICG. A somewhat scarcer issue at the present level, 
the striking quality and surface preservation are equally praisewor¬ 
thy. There is a little golden-tan haziness scattered over both sides. 

1891- CC MS 64 PCGS. Bright and essentially untoned. A sharply 
detailed, Choice example. 

1891-CC MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. The golden tinted 
features are typically abraded for the grade with a uniformly brilliant 
finish. 

1891-S MS 65 NGC. This is a minimally toned, satiny Gem with no 
bothersome abrasions to report. The 1891 -S is a remarkably difficult 
coin to locate at the present grade level despite a sizeable original 
mintage of 5.2 million pieces. 

1891- S MS 65 PCGS. The crisply defined features and glowing, 
frosty-white brilliance provides eye appeal that more than comple¬ 
ments this coin’s technical merits. Conditionally scarce. 

1892- CC MS 62 ICG. Interestingly enough, the grade-defining abra¬ 
sions are largely concentrated over the central reverse device. 

1892-CC MS 64 Prooflike ANACS. With moderate, yet pleasing 
cameo effects and few noticeable bagmarks, this is a premium qual¬ 
ity representative of this conditionally scarce CC-mint issue. Bril¬ 
liant. 

1892-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 45. The surfaces 
are dull and steel-gray in appearance, no doubt from an old cleaning. 
Despite this impairment, this is an important, lightly circulated rep¬ 
resentative of this conditionally rare S-mint delivery. 

1892-S XF 45 PCGS. A relatively available issue in low grades, the 

1892- S is a cherished rarity in AU and Mint State conditions. This 
example just misses the AU category, as there is just a trifle too 
much wear present on the highpoints. It is highly desirable and col¬ 
lectible, and should inspire spirited bidding. 

1893- CC XF 40 PCGS. A lightly circulated representative of this 
key final-year Carson City issue, both sides are golden-gray in color 
with no more than the expected number of small abrasions for the 
grade. There is suitable remaining striking definition. 

1893-CC XF 45 PCGS. Much luster remains on this high grade cir¬ 
culated example. Ivory-gray toning covers each side, but does not 
cover up a few noticeable abrasions, especially on Liberty’s cheek. 
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555 1893-0 VF 20 NGC. The moderately worn surfaces are completely 
untoned and display typical abrasions for the grade. 

556 1893-0 AU 50 PCGS. The lowest mintage Morgan dollar from the 
New Orleans Mint, this is a lightly wom, originally preserved exam¬ 
ple. The surfaces are slate-gray in color with relatively few distrac¬ 
tions for a circulated silver dollar. 

557 1893-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. The key 
business strike of the Morgan dollar series, the 1893-S is always in 
demand by collectors and investors. This example was once lightly 
cleaned, but it has since retoned to a natural gray color. The surfaces 
are slightly wom, but are free of major abrasions. An ideal specimen 
for a cost-conscious buyer. 

558 1894 AU 53 PCGS. Minimally wom with golden-gray patina, this is 
a pleasing AU survivor of this low mintage P-mint delivery. 

559 1894 AU 58 PCGS. Slight friction shows on the highest points of the 
design. Hazy golden-gray toning lays across the surface of each side. 

560 1894 MS 62 PCGS. Bright and lustrous with a collection of small 
luster grazes on the obverse. A scarce Mint State Morgan dollar. 

561 1894-0 AU 58 PCGS. There are no singularly distracting abrasions 
on either side of this silver-white example. The strike is average, but 
the wear is minimal. A conditionally elusive issue. 

562 1894-S MS 64 PCGS. This brilliant example comes tantalizingly 
close to a Gem designation. The surfaces are minimally abraded for 
the grade, and the strike is bold and sharp. The obverse is brilliant, 
while the reverse displays light golden-gray patina throughout. 

563 1895-0 AU 50 PCGS. Mottled gray patina somewhat obscures the 
small abrasions that pepper both sides. The strike is generally bold 
and the surfaces retain considerable mint luster. A pleasing repre¬ 
sentative of this scarce, conditionally challenging O-mint issue. 

564 1896 MS 65 PCGS, brilliant; 1902 MS 65 ANACS, light golden- 
brown toning; and a 1921 Morgan MS 65 ANACS, moderate 
pewter-gray and golden-russet toning. (Total: 3 coins) 

565 1896-0 AU 58 NGC. A lustrous example of this better issue with 
light golden-brown toning around the peripheries. Slight friction is 
visible on the highpoints. 

566 1897 MS 65 NGC. A lustrous Gem with satiny surfaces overall. This 
Morgan is mainly white with minute amounts of gray-golden color 
at the borders. There are no marks worthy of individual mention. 
Attractive Morgans like this are always in demand. 

567 1897-0 AU 58 NGC. Nearly Uncirculated with a hard, metallic 
sheen and a weak strike in the central regions. 

568 1897-S MS 63 NGC. A brilliant, moderately abraded example. 

569 1897-S MS 65 NGC. There is broken champagne iridescence on 
both sides of this expertly impressed example. Fully frosted. 

570 1898 MS 65 ICG. Rich antique-copper toning blankets the obverse, 
the reverse is brilliant. 

571 1898 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. Although partially 
obscured by silver-gray haziness, the uniformly reflective surfaces 
sparkle at most angles. Well struck. 

572 1898-0 MS 65 NGC, this is a nearly brilliant representative; 1899- 
O MS 65 ANACS, nicely defined with a nearly frosty-white appear¬ 
ance; and an 1899-0 MS 65 ANACS, the delicate toning includes 
shades of blue-gray, orange-gold, and olive colors. (Total; 3 coins) 

573 1898-0 MS 65 ANACS, light amber and gray toning; and a 1902-0 
MS 65 ANACS, VAM-8, russet and pewter-gray toning clings to the 
peripheral areas. (Total; 2 coins) 


574 1898-0 MS 66 NGC. This outstanding example displays more flash 
and eye appeal than 99% of all extant 1898-0 Morgan dollars. The 
strike is above average, the luster is scintillating, and the surfaces are 
minimally abraded. Lovely peripheral golden-brown toning fades to 
slate-gray and electric-blue at the rims. The fields are mildly reflec¬ 
tive and give the piece a reflective appearance. 

575 1898-0 MS 66 NGC. Mottled greenish-gold and blue-gray toning 
graces the obverse of this abrasion-free Gem, while the reverse is 
brilliant. 

576 1898-S MS 65 PCGS. A scarce Redfield Hoard date in Gem condi¬ 
tion. Both sides are brilliant throughout and exceedingly well struck, 
including the hair over Liberty’s ear. There are no singularly men- 
tionable marks or other detractions. 

577 1899 MS 64 PCGS. This is a nearly brilliant Morgan with a rela¬ 
tively bold impression for the series. 

578 1899 MS 66 PCGS. There is nary a distraction to report on either 
side of this silver-white Gem. The strike is just shy of complete and 
the luster is thick and billowy. 

579 1899-0 MS 66 NGC. The silver-gray iridescence deepens to scintil¬ 
lating olive-orange and gold colors in select peripheral areas. Nice¬ 
ly defined, particularly for an O-mint issue. 

580 1900 MS 65 NGC. The lightly patinated, satiny surfaces have the 
look of an even higher grade. 

581 1900-0 MS 65 NGC, smoky golden iridescence blankets the 
obverse; and a 1901-0 MS 65 PCGS, the otherwise silver-gray pati¬ 
na reveals pale lilac overtones at select angles. (Total; 2 coins) 

582 1900-0 MS 65 Prooflike PCGS. A brilliant example with reflective 
fields and minimal abrasions. One tiny toning spot is visible on the 
reverse between the wreath and the R in AMERICA. 

583 1901-S AU 50 PCGS. The slightly wom surfaces display light ton¬ 
ing and moderate abrasions on each side. There are a few scattered 
spots of dark toning present in the crevices. 

584 1902-S MS 62 PCGS. A difficult issue to locate in higher grades, this 
is a somewhat subdued, golden-tan example. There are several inter¬ 
esting planchet flakes over Liberty’s cheek and the eagle’s breast. 

585 1903 MS 65 PCGS. Mottled shades of gold and lilac intermingle on 
each side. A nicely toned, fully original Gem. 

586 1903-0 MS 65 PCGS. The untoned, satiny luster and an exception¬ 
ally smooth cheek combine to justify the Gem grade on this popular, 
scarce New Orleans issue. 

587 1903-S—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 45. A scarcer late 
date issue, both sides are dull and glossy from prior mishandling. 
There are, however, no readily evident hairlines or abrasions. 

588 1904-0 MS 66 NGC. Bright and sharp, pristine quality for this 
generic date dollar. 

589 1904-0 MS 66 NGC. Mottled golden-brown toning blankets each 
side of this gorgeous Gem Morgan dollar. Minimal abrasions are 
present and the strike is typical for the issue. 

590 1921 MS 66 NGC. The olive-gray patina is light enough to allow the 
rich satin luster to shine forth at all angles. In addition to pristine fea¬ 
tures, both sides boast above average striking detail for this final- 
year issue. 

591 1921-D MS 65 NGC. Speckles of deep russet border color are seen 
on each side. 

592 1921-S MS 64 NGC. Lightly toned with nearly mark-free surfaces 
and an especially clean cheek. A conservatively graded, near-Gem 
specimen. 

593 1921-S MS 64 PCGS. Bright and satiny, one luster graze in the left 
obverse field limits the grade. 
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594 1921 -S MS 65 PCGS. This is an exceptionally well defined repre¬ 

sentative of this often poorly produced issue. With a smooth, frosty 
sheen and an appealing, brilliant appearance, this coin is temptingly 
close to an even higher grade. 


CERTIFIED PEACE DOLLARS 


595 1922-D MS 66 ICG. The satiny surfaces display a decided golden 
cast at certain angles. Both sides are smooth with myriad die cracks 
(as struck) toward the obverse periphery. 

596 1923 MS 65 NGC. Bright and untoned with a sharp strike. One lus¬ 
ter graze is mentioned in the left reverse field. 

597 1923-D MS 65 NGC. A lustrous Gem with milky-white surfaces that 
possesses light, scattered abrasions that limit the grade. 

598 1924 MS 66 PCGS. Satiny white and untoned. The reverse on this 
piece presents a bright, matte-like appearance. One of the nicest ‘24 
Peace dollars we’ve seen in some time. 

599 1925 MS 66 NGC. A lustrous Gem example with brilliant surfaces. 
There are few abrasions on the obverse that limit the grade. 

600 1925-S MS 64 NGC. A light sheet of milky patina coats the obverse, 
some golden color is reported on the reverse. A bright, minimally 
marked specimen. 

601 1926 MS 65 PCGS. Attractive golden color evenly coats each side 
of this well impressed Gem. 

602 1926-D MS 65 PCGS. This is a stunning, brilliant Gem with bright, 
lustrous surfaces and a minimum of visible marks. Well struck 
throughout. 

603 1926-S MS 63 NGC. A brilliant specimen with moderate abrasions. 

604 1928 MS 64 PCGS. Always popular as a low mintage (360,649 
pieces) issue, this is a smooth coin whose surfaces have the look of 
an even higher grade. The strike is sharp for the series and the gold¬ 
en tinting does not limit one’s appreciation of the swirling luster. 

605 1928-S MS 62 PCGS. The surfaces of this semi-key Peace dollar are 
moderately abraded and possess slightly subdued luster. 

606 1934-D MS 63 ANACS. VAM-3, Doubled Die Obverse, Large D. A 
“Top 50” variety, this example is lustrous, untoned, and moderately 
abraded. Pronounced doubling is evident in the motto IN GOD WE 
TRUST and in the date. 


607 1935 MS 65 ICG. The pale champagne-gold iridescence fades to 

near-brilliance on the reverse of this'well struck Gem. This is an 
important, pristine representative of this otherwise easily obtainable 
issue. 


608 1935-S MS 65 NGC. While not as rare as the key 1934-S, the pre¬ 

sent issue is an important find at the MS 65 grade level. The surfaces 
are expectantly smooth with a frosty, lightly patinated appearance. 

CERTIFIED PROOF EISENHOWER DOLLARS 


609 1972-S Silver PR 69 Cameo NGC. An opaque haziness is visible on 
each side of this Superb Gem specimen. 

610 1973-S Silver PR 69 Deep Cameo PCGS, two examples; and a 
1974-S Silver PR 69 Deep Cameo PCGS. All three coins approach 
perfection. (Total; 3 coins) 

611 1973-S Silver PR 69 Cameo NGC. A small lint mark in the lower 
obverse field prevents a higher numerical designation. 

612 1974-S Silver PR 69 Cameo NGC. Average for the grade. 

CERTIFIED COMMEMORATIVE GOLD 


613 1904 Lewis and Clark MS 62 PCGS. The lustrous, golden-orange 

surfaces are minimally abraded for the grade. 


614 1905 Lewis and Clark MS 62 PCGS. A lustrous example with yel¬ 
low gold surfaces. A few wispy abrasions prevent a higher grade. 

615 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 63 PCGS. A lustrous, 
sharply struck example of this popular commemorative gold dollar. 
A few small abrasions on the laborer’s face limit the grade. 

616 1915-S Panama-Pacific Quarter Eagle MS 62 PCGS. A few small 
abrasions are present on each side of this lustrous example. This 
issue is highly collectible in any grade, and is from a small mintage 
of just 6,749 pieces. 

617 1916 McKinley MS 62 PCGS. A flashy example of this interesting 
commemorative issue. The luster adds tremendous eye appeal, but 
there is one shallow, diagonal pinscratch across McKinley’s portrait 
that limits the grade. 

618 1922 Grant MS 63 PCGS. Bright and lustrous, one small abrasion in 
the left obverse field limits the grade. 

CERTIFIED GOLD DOLLARS 


619 1850 MS 64 PCGS. A lustrous near-Gem with bright, yellow-gold 

surfaces that display few noticeable abrasions. Well struck for the 


620 1851-C—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. XFDetails, Net VF20. An 
abrasive cleaning created a series of fine, parallel scratches across 
the surfaces of this example. An affordable Charlotte mint gold coin 
that is perfect for the budget-conscious collector. 

621 1853-0 AU 58 NGC. A moderately prooflike representative, the 
color is green-gold in shade and the devices are uncommonly well 
defined for an O-mint issue. Lightly abraded. 

622 1854 Type Two AU 58 NGC. This Type Two is very close to techni¬ 
cal Mint State with almost all the original mint luster still intact. The 
surfaces are devoid of any noticeable or detracting abrasions. The 
strike is slightly soft in the centers, as usual. 

623 1873 Closed 3 MS 63 NGC. The bright golden luster shines from 
the surfaces of this Select example. The fields are modestly reflec¬ 
tive, and light, scattered abrasions are present on each side. The 
Closed 3 variety is much scarcer than the Open 3, and is seldom seen 
in this condition. Population: 5 in MS 63, only 6 finer (7/00). 

624 1882 MS 62 PCGS. A flashy, lustrous example with slightly reflec¬ 
tive fields. There are a few small abrasions present on each side that 
limit the grade. While this issue was produced to the extent of only 
5,125 pieces, many were saved in Mint State condition, and pieces 
such as this remain affordable to the average collector. 

625 1882 MS 63 PCGS. Vibrant mint luster shows overall, as do most 
examples of this low mintage (5,000 pieces) issue. 

CERTIFIED CLASSIC QUARTER EAGLE 

626 1839-0 AU 50 PCGS. This early O-mint specimen displays original, 
greenish-gold surfaces and minimal abrasions. Considerable detail 
has been removed from the lower reverse design by heavy die pol¬ 
ishing. Attractive overall, this is a terrific example of this first issue 
from the New Orleans mint, the only quarter eagle struck there with 
the Classic Head motif. Only 17, 781 pieces were struck. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

627 1842-D XF 40 PCGS. According to Winter, the 1842-D is rare in all 
grades, and is just behind the 1840-D as the rarest Dahlonega quar¬ 
ter eagle struck before 1853. This specimen displays smooth, origi¬ 
nal greenish-gold surfaces that are a pleasure to behold. Few abra¬ 
sions are present, and the overall eye appeal is fantastic for the 
grade. Only 4,643 pieces were struck, and very seldom does an 
uncleaned, high grade example appear on the market. A Dahlonega 
quarter eagle of this quality, rarity, and originality should inspire 
spirited bidding, and should find an appreciative home. (See Color 
Photo) 
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628 1863-S XF 40 NGC. This low mintage S-mint issue is scarce in all 
grades, and is rare in grades above VF. This piece is extraordinarily 
attractive for the grade, and possesses rich coppery gold color that is 
completely original. Fewer abrasions are present than are normally 
seen at this grade level. An excellent choice for the quarter eagle 
specialist, one of just 10,800 pieces minted. 

629 1868-S AU 50 NGC. The yellow-gold surfaces display much origi¬ 
nal Mint luster and small, scattered abrasions. Only 34,000 pieces 
were minted, and this issue is difficult to locate in higher grades. 

630 1871-S AU 50 PCGS. An outstanding example for the grade that 
possesses rich coppery-gold coloration and plenty of original luster. 
The surfaces display scattered abrasions that are typical for the 
grade, but the overall eye appeal suggests a higher numerical desig¬ 
nation. From an original mintage of just 22,000 pieces, and rare in 
Mint State grades. 

631 1873 Open 3 MS 61 NGC. Despite scattered abrasions, this is a lus¬ 
trous, yellow-gold example with considerable eye appeal. 

632 1877-S MS 61 NGC. A well struck, lustrous Mint State example that 
is moderately abraded and attractive for the grade. The honey-gold 
surfaces are flashy and add considerable eye appeal. Only 35,400 
pieces were struck. 

633 1879-S XF 40 NGC. A moderately scarce issue, the surfaces are 
quite smooth and evenly worn for the grade. 

634 1879-S XF 45 NGC. A low mintage (43,500 pieces) issue, the ‘79-S 
is also the final branch mint delivery in the Liberty quarter eagle 
series. This original example displays even wear and deep, rich 
crimson-gold coloration. Relatively abrasion-free for the grade. 

635 1882 MS 61 PCGS. The orange-gold surfaces display myriad small 
abrasions, but none are individually distracting. There are also a cou¬ 
ple of tiny copper flecks, but the luster is outstanding for the grade. 
Only 4,067 pieces were struck, and survivors are scarce in any 
grade. 

636 1886 MS 61 NGC. The golden-orange surfaces of this Mint State 
specimen display only scattered abrasions, but the grade is limited 
by the slightly subdued luster. Only 4,088 pieces were minted. 

637 1900 MS 64 PCGS. Richly colored and minimally abraded, this coin 
would do justice to any high quality type set. 

638 1901 Gold Type Set Included are: 1901 quarter eagle MS 64 NGC; 
1901 half eagle MS 64 NGC; 1901 eagle MS 64 NGC; and a 1901 
double eagle MS 64 NGC. All four coins are flashy and lustrous, and 
all are spot-free except the double eagle, which has a few tiny cop¬ 
per flecks that are visible on each side. (Total: 4 coins) 

639 1902 MS 63 ICG. There are remarkably few distractions on both 
sides of this frosty textured specimen. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

640 1908 MS 63 PCGS. An unusually clean example of this popular, 
first-year issue featuring a pronounced, green-gold appearance. One 
area of discoloration is seen at the top of the reverse. 

641 1912 MS 63 NGC. This lustrous specimen is well struck, and is free 
of all but the smallest abrasions. 

642 1912 MS 63 ICG. A typically struck example, the surfaces are slight¬ 
ly frosty in texture with no singularly mentionable distractions. 

643 1915 MS 63 NGC. The reddish-brown surfaces are lustrous and are 
minimally abraded for the grade. Well struck for the issue. 

644 1915 MS 64 ICG. For an Indian quarter eagle, the surfaces of this 
nearly pristine coin are boldly defined. 

645 1926 MS 64 PCGS. Topically smooth for the grade, the surfaces dis¬ 
play a satiny, orange-gold appearance. Boldly struck, especially over 
the eagle’s shoulder feathers. 


CERTIFIED THREE DOLLAR GOLD PIECE 


646 1879 MS 64 PCGS. Despite a limited original mintage of 3,000 

business strikes, the 1879 is one of the more readily obtainable 
issues in the three dollar gold series. Nevertheless, the enticingly 
low mintage and exquisite technical quality should ensure that the 
present example draws significant bidder attention. This is a golden- 
rose coin with a smooth, satiny sheen. With impressive striking 
detail for the series, this coin should be of obvious importance to 
high quality type collectors and gold specialists alike. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 


647 1842-D Small Date XF 45 PCGS. Many surviving gold coins from 
the Dahlonega mint have been dipped or cleaned in recent years in 
attempts to make them appear to be of higher grades. While the cur¬ 
rent market standards may even in some cases make such enterpris¬ 
es profitable, it is unfortunate that many original coins have been 
altered and impaired. This example is wholly original with deep 
orange-gold and greenish-gold surfaces and ample surviving detail. 
A few small abrasions are scattered across each side, but none are 
individually distracting. A fantastic, original specimen for the South¬ 
ern mint gold collector, it is from a D-mint issue that is not often 
found with great eye appeal. (See Color Photo) 

648 1844-0—Sea Salvaged—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. The sur¬ 
faces are somewhat granular with noticeable scrapes in the upper left 
obverse and right reverse fields. The bold overall definition is com¬ 
mensurate with a Choice AU grade. 

649 1844-0—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. As the grade 
suggests, this is a well defined coin with only a few areas of notice¬ 
able wear. The color is green-gold in shade, but the scattered hair¬ 
lines and abrasions limit the final eye appeal assessment. A scarce, 
early delivery from the Louisiana branch mint. 

650 1847-C—Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. A bright yel¬ 
low-gold example that displays a few light hairlines. This issue is 
among the most common Charlotte mint half eagles, from an origi¬ 
nal mintage of 84,151 pieces. All C-mint gold coins are desirable as 
an historical item from the period of our nation’s first gold rush. 

651 1853-C XF 45 PCGS. An original example with greenish-gold sur¬ 
faces and light, scattered abrasions. Some slight weakness of strike 
is noted on the obverse, as is normal for the issue. While this is one 
of the more commonly available C-mint issues, from a mintage of 
65,571 pieces, all Charlotte mint gold coins are popular among col¬ 
lectors and are desirable in all grades. 

652 1861 AU 50 ANACS. Two obtrusive abrasions on Liberty.’s cheek 
and a small scrape in the upper left obverse field limit the eye appeal 
of this otherwise attractive example. 

653 1873 Open 3 AU 55 NGC. Bright and lustrous with moderate abra¬ 
sions. 

654 1878-S AU 55 NGC. Bright surfaces with rich orange-gold color and 
typical abrasions for a coin of this grade. A bit softly struck in the 
centers with sharp details on the peripheral stars. 

655 1879 AU 58 NGC. Lightly worn with golden-rose color and a num¬ 
ber of small abrasions. There are traces of charcoal verdigris in 
select border areas. 


656 1879-S AU 53 NGC. An attractive, moderately abraded example of 
this slightly better issue that is scarce in higher grades. 

657 1880-CC XF 40 ICG. A remarkably affordable survivor of this con¬ 
ditionally rare CC-mint half eagle, both sides display even wear with 
a somewhat muted, tan-gold appearance. There are no singularly 
bothersome abrasions, a curious feature for a circulated gold coin 
from the frontier era. One of a mere 51,017 pieces produced. 

658 1881 MS 62 ANACS. A lightly abraded example, the surfaces are 
golden-rose in color with slightly deeper patina around the obverse 
rim. 

659 1883 AU 58 NGC. A moderately abraded, reddish-gold example that 
just misses a Mint State designation. 
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660 1884 AU 53 NGC. Well struck with some of the original mint luster 
remaining. An area of darker color is reported on the eagle’s right 
(facing) wing. 

661 1884 AU 55 NGC. Only 191,078 half eagles were struck in 1884at 
the Philadelphia mint, and Mint State survivors are scarce. Most col¬ 
lectors would be pleased with this Choice AU example that displays 
slight wear on the highest points. The surfaces are moderately abrad¬ 
ed and are dull yellow-gold in color. 

662 1884-S AU 55 NGC. Tinted a pronounced pinkish-golden color, a 
lightly worn, slightly abraded example. 

663 1886 AU 58 NGC. A slightly subdued example with a hint of wear 
and a few inconsequential marks. 

664 1886 AU 58 NGC, three examples, all are lustrous and just miss 
Mint State designations. (Total: 3 coins) 

665 1892-S AU 58 NGC. This scarcer issue is difficult to locate in Mint 
State grades, and this lustrous example just misses that designation. 

666 1893-S MS 61 NGC. Moderate abrasions prevent a higher grade on 
this lustrous example. 

667 1893-S MS 62 NGC. A moderately abraded example that is lustrous 
and acceptable for the grade. 

668 1894-0 AU 50 NGC. The surfaces have a decided pink tint, and pos¬ 
sess small, scattered abrasions. This was the last issue from the New 
Orleans mint of this design, and was produced only to the extent of 
16,600 pieces. 

669 1895 MS 63 PCGS. The champagne-gold color and frosty texture 
are suggestive of originality. Boldly defined throughout. 

670 1895-S AU 55 NGC. A few scuffy abrasions are visible, and slight 
friction is present on the highest points of the design. This issue is 
scarce in all grades, and is rare in Mint State condition, from an orig¬ 
inal mintage of 112,000 pieces. 

671 1898 MS 61 NGC. A few moderate abrasions and three small digs 
prevent a higher grade. 

672 1899 MS 65 NGC. A powerfully impressed Gem that is free of all 
but the most insignificant abrasions. Each side displays thick, frosty 
luster. A premium quality example that is perfect for a high grade 
type set. (See Color Photo) 

673 1903 MS 62 NGC. Deep golden-orange color and well struck, too 
many marks are seen for a finer grade. 

674 1904-S AU 58 NGC. Mostly lustrous and bright with only a trace of 


675 1905-S AU 58 NGC. An average strike with some deep reddish-gold 
luster remaining, and normal marks for the grade. 

676 1906 MS 62 PCGS. The lustrous surfaces display rich orange-gold 
coloration. A few abrasions prevent a Select designation.

677 1906 PR 64 PCGS. This is a dazzling proof example with watery 

fields and fantastic golden-orange coloration. Unlike many proof 
gold half eagles of this decade, the devices are notably frosted, pro¬ 
ducing a slight cameo appearance. A few minor patches of hairlines 
are present and prevent a Gem designation. It is estimated that 
approximately 60 proof half eagles from this issue remain extant, out 
of an original mintage of just 85 pieces. Many, however, are 
impaired to one degree or another, and few compare in technical 
merit or aesthetic quality to this specimen.

the surfaces are nicely defined for the series. A nice coin and afford¬ 
able for Mint State type purposes. 


679 1909-D MS 62 PCGS. Fully struck but kept from grading higher by 
a few abrasions on each side. Ideal for type purposes. 

680 1909-D MS 62 PCGS. A well struck specimen with noticeable abra¬ 
sions in the obverse fields. 


681 1909-D MS 62 PCGS. A moderately abraded example with rich 
honey-gold luster. 

682 1909-D MS 63 PCGS. A lustrous, honey-gold example that is mod¬ 
erately abraded for the grade. 

683 1910 MS 62 PCGS. A few obverse abrasions prevent a higher grade 
on this lustrous example. 

684 1910-S AU 58 NGC. A scarce date and quite difficult to locate in 
strict Mint State. This piece has bright surfaces and shows only a 
minute amount of friction on the highpoints.

689 1876-S—Scratched, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. 
The glossy, unnaturally bright surfaces display hints of red and green 
coloration. Several small, shallow scratches are present on each side, 
and clash marks are visible (as made) above the eagle on the reverse. 
From a low mintage of just 5,000 pieces. 

690 1879 AU 58 NGC. This lustrous example displays bright yellow- 
gold surfaces and light, scattered abrasions, and just misses a Mint 
State categorization. 

691 1880 MS 62 NGC. A lustrous example with numerous bagmarks, 
typical for the grade. 

692 1880-S MS 62 NGC. The golden-surfaces are lustrous and display 
light, scattered abrasions that are typical for the grade. 

693 1882 MS 63 NGC. A lustrous specimen with light, scattered abra¬ 
sions that prevent a higher grade. Well struck, the surfaces are frosty 
yellow-gold and possess considerable eye appeal. Rare any finer. 

694 1883 MS 63 NGC. A frosty, lustrous example that is powerfully 
impressed. The rich golden surfaces possess numerous small abra¬ 
sions, and a vertical bagmark across Liberty’s cheek limits the grade. 

695 1884-S MS 62 NGC. While this issue is available in lower grades, it 
is scarce in Mint State. A few scattered abrasions limit the grade on 
this lustrous example. Population: 12 in MS 62, only 1 finer (7/00). 

696 1885-S AU 55 PCGS. The coppery-gold surfaces are moderately 
abraded and display considerable luster. 

697 1886-S MS 60 PCGS. The coppery-gold surfaces display numerous 
abrasions. 

698 1886-S MS 62 PCGS. The warm reddish-gold luster encircles each 
side of this moderately abraded piece. 

699 1887 AU 58 NGC. Moderately abraded throughout with a few small 
alloy spots and slight friction on the highest points. 
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700 1888 XF 45 PCGS. The reddish-gold surfaces are moderately abrad¬ 
ed and display hints of original luster. 

701 1888 AU 55 PCGS. Slight frictions shows on the highpoints of this 
moderately abraded example.

705 1889-S MS 61 PCGS. Lustrous and well struck, but too many abra¬ 
sions are present to warrant a higher grade. 

706 1890 AU 58 PCGS. A lustrous example that comes tantalizingly 
close to a Mint State designation, there were just 58,043 pieces 
struck. Numerous abrasions are present on each side. 

707 1890 MS 62 NGC. Strictly Uncirculated although a few small marks 
keep it in the MS 62 category. As a date, the 1890 ten is highly 
underrated and rarely seen in finer condition. Population: 15 in 62 
none finer at NGC. 

708 1892-0 MS 61 NGC. There are no heavy marks or other detracting 
factors readily seen. Slightly subdued luster. 

709 1894 MS 63 ICG. This lustrous example is lightly abraded with a 
bold strike over the central devices. 

710 1895 MS 64 NGC. The rich honey-gold surfaces possess vibrant, 
frosty luster and pleasing eye appeal. Scattered abrasions are present 
on each side, and these prevent a Gem designation. Well struck for 
the issue with bold definition throughout. Population: 34 in MS 64, 
only 3 are finer (9/00). (See Color Photo) 

711 1896-S XF 40 NGC. An evenly circulated example with reddish- 
gold surfaces that are moderately abraded for the grade. This issue is 
moderately scarce in grades approaching Mint State. 

712 1897-S AU 55 PCGS. Mint State survivors of this S-mint issue are 
difficult to locate, and this coppery-gold example just misses that 
grade. A number of small, scattered abrasions are present. 

713 1899-S AU 58 AN ACS. A lustrous, attractive piece with minor abra¬ 
sions that is premium quality for the grade. 

714 1901-S MS 64 PCGS. This frosty near-Gem specimen is well struck 
and displays a few minor abrasions that prevent an MS 65 designa¬ 
tion. 

715 1903-0 MS 63 NGC. A flashy example with thick, frosty luster and 
a bold strike. While the reverse is nearly pristine, a few minor abra¬ 
sions are present on the obverse that limit the grade. This O-mint 
issue is rare in Select Mint State grades, and is prohibitively rare any 
finer. Population: 15 in MS 63, only 3 finer (7/00). (See Color 
Photo) 

716 1903-S MS 63 PCGS. A premium quality example for the grade that 
displays minimal abrasions and satiny luster. The strike is powerful 
for the issue, and the eye appeal is well above average for the grade. 

717 1905-S AU 55 NGC. This mostly lustrous specimen is just a touch 
of wear from Uncirculated and definitely scarce as such. 

718 1906-S AU 58 NGC. This lustrous example just misses a Mint State 
designation. Scattered abrasions are present on each side.

719 1908 Mono MS 61 NGC. A minimally marked specimen, the luster 
is too subdued for a finer grade. 

720 1908-D Motto XF 40 PCGS. The coppery-gold surfaces display 
modest wear and a few noticeable abrasions. 

721 1909-S AU 58 NGC. The lustrous surfaces of this slightly circulat¬ 
ed eagle display a few noticeable abrasions that detract form the 
overall appearance. 

722 1912-S AU 53 PCGS. A slightly worn piece with greenish-gold sur¬ 
faces that display remnants of luster and scattered abrasions. 

723 1912-S AU 58 NGC. Creamy luster with only the slightest friction 
on the highpoints. 

724 1913 MS 65 NGC. This coin was previously offered as lot 7405 in 
our Philadelphia 2000 Signature Sale, where it was cataloged as: 
“While the surfaces display a few tiny nicks, they also show terrific 
satiny luster and nicely struck features. A trio of minor alloy streaks, 
two on the obverse and one on the reverse, are noted for accuracy. 
One of the more common Indian eagles in circulated and lower Mint 
State grades, the 1913 takes on a specter of rarity above the BU 
level. A Gem for either the high quality type collector or the gold 
specialist who demands the finest.” (See Color Photo) 

725 1926 MS 64 PCGS. This minimally abraded near-Gem possesses 
thick, frosty luster. Powerfully struck, this is an ideal candidate for a 
Choice Mint State type set. 

726 1932 MS 64 PCGS. The lustrous honey-gold surfaces display a few 
small abrasions that limit the grade.

727 1852-0—Tooled, Cleaned—AN ACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. The 
left obverse field appears to have been smoothed over in a probable 
effort to efface abrasions. The surfaces are also unnaturally bright, 
but the remaining definition is sharp throughout. 

728 1852-0 XF 45 PCGS. The rich golden-orange surfaces display slight 
wear and few abrasions for the grade. A particularly eye appealing 
example of an issue that becomes scarce in higher grades. 

729 1855-S XF 45 PCGS. Although somewhat scuffy, this is an impor¬ 
tant circulated representative of this second-year S-mint issue. The 
color is orange-gold in shade and suggestive of originality. 

730 1856-S XF 45 PCGS. The greenish-gold surfaces display light, scat¬ 
tered abrasions and traces of original luster. An interesting and 
affordable item from the gold rush days of San Francisco. 

731 1859-S XF 40 ANACS. Like many of its brethren, this piece spent 
substantial time in the channels of commerce. The surfaces are 
smooth and problem-free for the grade. 

732 1861 XF 40 ANACS. A bright, somewhat softly struck example of 
this popular. Type One, Civil War issue. 

733 1861 AU 58 PCGS. The moderately abraded surfaces display bright 
golden luster and slight friction on the highpoints. Desirable as an 
example of this popular Civil War issue, and perfect for a gold type 
set. 

734 1861 MS 60 ICG. Ex: Bass. While not rare as a date, the 1861 com¬ 
bines the desirability of the Civil War era with the importance of a 
high quality type coin. Although somewhat lackluster, the surfaces 
are relatively smooth for the low Mint State grade. Well struck with 
green-gold color and a few small planchet flaws (as struck) at 3 
o’clock on the reverse rim. 

735 1861-S AU 55 NGC. The subdued surfaces of this S-mint double 
eagle present a dirty-gold appearance. Numerous small abrasions are 
present, including one large bagmark in Liberty’s hair. Still, this 
piece is not unappealing, and should please a collector looking for 
an affordable representative of a Type One twenty.

Type Two double eagle 
with areas of original luster and subdued rose and amber toning. The 
surfaces exhibit typical marks for the grade.

739 1873 Open 3 MS 62 ICG. The luster is somewhat soft on this Mint 
State example, a popular Type Two specimen.

743 1874-S AU 58 NGC. Satiny with yellow-gold color, the surfaces are 
typically abraded for a circulated double eagle. 

744 1874-S MS 62 ICG. Unbelievably smooth and lustrous for an MS 
62. Well struck throughout, certainly a premium example for the 
grade and worthy of a strong bid. 

745 1875-S AU 58 PCGS. Both sides are orange-gold in color with shim¬ 
mering cartwheel luster and no more than the expected number of 
small abrasions. 

746 1875-S MS 61 ANACS. Fully Uncirculated, but far too baggy on the 
obverse to grade higher. 

747 1876-CC—Cleaned—AN ACS. AU Details, Net XF 40. A relatively 
affordable survivor of this conditionally scarce CC-mint issue, both 
sides are well defined with orange-gold color and a few areas of cop¬ 
per toning on the reverse. The surfaces are dull and subdued from the 
cleaning. 

748 1876-S AU 55 ANACS. Good remaining luster with a few small 
abrasions. The obverse device is a bit softly defined. 

749 1876-S MS 61 PCGS. The surfaces are curiously abrasion-free for 
the MS 61 grade level and the color is a deep, rich reddish-gold tint. 

750 1876-S MS 61 PCGS. Fully lustrous and sharply struck, but heavily 
marked on the obverse. The reverse is at least 2 points finer. 

751 1877-S AU 55 PCGS. Although there are a few scattered abrasions 
present, the reddish-gold surfaces display warm luster and consider¬ 
able eye appeal for the grade.

1883- S AU 58 NGC. The reddish-gold surfaces are moderately 
abraded. 

1884- S MS 61 NGC. A moderately abraded specimen with coppery- 
gold surfaces and decent eye appeal for the grade. 

1885- S MS 62 PCGS. The greenish-gold surfaces display nice lus¬ 
ter and a solid strike. This issue is difficult to locate any finer. 

1888-S MS 63 ICG. Although produced to the extent of only 
859,600 pieces, the ‘88-S does not reveal its true rarity until one 
crosses the MS 62 grade level. Both sides of this frosty example 
combine shades of golden-rose and orange-gold colors that lessen 
the visual impact of the scattered abrasions. 

1888- S MS 64 ICG. A conditionally rare offering, the surfaces are 
noteworthy for their smooth, nearly pristine appearance. The luster 
is frosty in texture, the color is reddish-gold in shade, and the bold 
strike is free of criticism. A find for the advanced collector. 

1889- S MS 61 NGC. The lustrous surfaces are moderately abraded 
throughout, typical for the grade. 

1890 AU 55 ANACS. Well struck with numerous small abrasions 
and some luster remaining in the protected areas. 

1890 AU 58 PCGS. Much scarcer than the mintage of 75,940 busi¬ 
ness strikes would indicate, this is a well struck coin that shows a 
few bagmarks (as expected) on the obverse and bright golden col¬ 
oration. 

1893 MS 62 PCGS. Bright and sharp with attractive green-gold pati¬ 
na about the borders. Typically marked for the grade. 

1893 MS 63 NGC, two examples, both are lustrous and display scat¬ 
tered abrasions that are typical for the grade. (Total: 2 coins) 

1894 MS 64 NGC. This sharply struck near-Gem displays frosty 
luster and minimal abrasions. It has great eye appeal for the grade, 
and is certain to please any double eagle or gold specialist. Rare any 
finer, as PCGS has graded none higher (as of 9/00), and NGC has 
graded just five pieces in MS 65 or higher (as of 7/00). 

1894- S MS 62 NGC. Attractive green-gold patina equally coats each 
side of this typically abraded example. 

1895 MS 62 ICG. A lustrous example with moderate abrasions and 
a few small alloy streaks. 

1895- S MS 62 PCGS. The frosty, lustrous honey-gold surfaces are 
suggestive of a higher grade. Minimal abrasions are present on either 
side. This piece possesses outstanding eye appeal, and was , in our 
opinion, conservatively graded. 

1896 MS 62 ANACS. Repunched Date. Both sides are satiny with 
rich orange-gold patination. The date is noticeably repunched north. 

1897-S MS 62 PCGS. Typically abraded for the grade with bright 
golden luster. 

1898 MS 62 PCGS. Satiny yellow-golden color with some speckles 
of reddish-russet at the obverse border. Typically marked for the 
grade. 

1899 MS 63 NGC. Sharply impressed with rich, golden color. A tiny 
black spot is seen at the center of the obverse. 

1900-S MS 62 PCGS. This is a thickly frosted example whose 
devices are fully defined. 
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779 1901 MS 64 PCGS. The golden surfaces are frosty and display a few 
small, scattered marks. One milling mark on the cheek limits the 
grade. 

780 1903—Rims Filed, Cleaned—ANACS. AU Details, Net XF 45. 
Noticeably hairlined with green-gold color and remnants of original 
luster in the more protected areas on the reverse.
